AN ORDINANCE amending Special 
Ordinance S-57-76. 


WHEREAS, heretofore on February 24, 1976, the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, adopted Special 
Ordinance S-57-76; and 

WHEREAS, on February 25, 1976, the Mayor of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, did approve and sign said 
Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, said Ordinance approved City Utilities 
Purchase Order No. 759 6 for the purchase of two tandem dximp 
trucks from Hefner Chevrolet for the sura of $32,524.94; and 

WHEREAS, in March of 1976 Hefner Chevrolet notified 
the Purchasing Department that the quoted figures on the 
transmissions were not compatible with the engines and that 
Chevrolet does not build a truck with the combination quoted; 
and 

WHEREAS, the correct transmission will increase the 
cost by $248.04 per vehicle for a total price increase of 
$496.08. 

NOViT THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Special Ordinance No. S-57-76 shall 
be amended by adding thereto a new section entitled Section 1 (a) 
to read as follows, to-wit; 

"SECTION 1 (a). That the total price of 

$32,524.94 for the purchase of two dump trucks 

as more particularly set forth on City Utilities 


APPROVED AS TO FO^ii 
ANDLEGAUTY_ 
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Purchase Order No. 7596 shall be increased in the 


sum of $496.08 bringing the total purchase price 
of $33,021.02.” 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force

Dear Mr. Kemerly: 

In reference to your March 4, 1976 appeal for opportunity to alter 
your January 22nd quotation offered in response to our Request #881 
(1-14-76) we cannot do so. Obviously, had not ycur company's 
quotation included .the $3043.90 error you described, Hefner Chevrolet 
would not have been awarded the order, there being a substantially 
lower co.mpeting offering. 


If you decline to accept our Purchase Order No, 7596, dated 
January 28, 1976, at your quoted price, you leave us with no 
alternative but to submit to the Common Council, City of Fort Wayne 
a new (or amending) ordnance for approval of a higher price, a tir^e- 
consumlng and inconvenient procedure we can ill-afford. The original 
ordnance provided for an expenditure limited to $32,524.94. 

Also, if you fail to accept the Purchase Order at your quoted price 
you place the City of Fort Wayne in the position of very likely - 
having to pay several hundred dollars more for the vehicles due to' 
the prospect of price . increases. Accordingly, Herner Chevrolet may 
become subject to a claim for damages by the City of Fort Wayne. 

It will be appreciated if you will inform us immediately, by letter, 
whether you wiII accept our Purchase Order No. 7596 at the price 
your company quoted on January 22, 1976. If v/e do not receive such 
letter of acceptance by March 12, 1976, we wi11 regard the order as 
rejected by your company and proceed with other arrangements. 

V'/e are hopeful that in the future this sort of problem will not arise.

Dear Mr. Nagel: 


Further concerning Quotation #881 for two tandem dump trucks and 
referring to our telephone conversations of 3-19-76 and 3-24-76, 
we understand that the transmission your Mr. Nelson priced is not 
compatible with the engine quoted, and that Chevrolet cannot build 
such a combination. We understand the the proper transmission will 
increase cost by $248.04 per vehicle. We understand your request 
that we accept price increase. Such agreement, as you realize, 
we cannot grant. City Council has enacted an ordinance providing 
for expenditure of two vehicles toralling $32,524.94. 

Reference is made to my March 8, 1975, ietrer in which your request 
to adjust the price upward by $3043.90, cue to an error made by 
your former employee in preparing the bid, was denied. Had no 
such error existed Hefner Chevrolet would not have been pward the 
order; the increased price would not have been the lowest and best 
offering. We recognize that the price increase pertaining to the 
transmission does not bring your total price up to the offering of 
next higher bidder. Thus, authorization of such an increase would 
not give you some unwarranted competative advantage. 

On the strength of your acceptance of our Purchase Order #7596 and 
your assurance the order has been placed on the factory with the 
correct combination of engine and transmission City Utilities will 
request the Common Council, as soon as possible, to approve an in¬ 
crease price equal the additional cost or the current transmission, 
i.e. 2 X $248.04 per vehicle. V/e will try to convince Council of 
the reasonableness of your request. However, you must recognize 
that we can give you no assurance of approval at this time.

On March 4, 1976, appeal was made to the Purchasing Department by 
Hefner Chevrolet, Inc., to alter their price offering on our Request 
No. 881, increasing It in the-ai^unt of $3043.90, or to meet the next 
higher price offering. Hefner’s reason for the request was that an 
error in pricing, in that amount, had been made by their employee 
who computed their offering on two dump turcks. 

My March 8, 1976, letter denied their request. To accept their 
request wou-ld have given Hefner an improper competative advantage- 

On March 19, 1976, Hefner Chevrolet (Mr. N. Nagel) contacted me saying 
that the price of the transmissions originally quoted was incorrect and 
the transmissions offered were not compatible with the required engines 
for the vehicles. 1 validated this explanation with City Garage management. 
The transmissions initially offered cannot be applied in conjunction with 
the required engines. 

The correct transmission will increase cost by $248.04 for each vehicle, 
i.e. a total of $496.08 on the order. Such price increase will not come 
up the the next higher price offering of $35,304.00 (second low bid). 

Accordingly, it is requested that Council approval be sought to grant 
Hefner Chevrolet a total price increase for the two (2) Tandum Dump 
Trucks on City Utilities Purchase Order No. 7595, covered by Special 
Ordinance No. 3075, in the amount of $496.08, making the total price 
to be paid $33,021.02. 


It is considered that Hifner Chevrolet, Inc., having accepted their 
initial error totalling $3043.90 and have ordered the vehicles with 
the correct transmission, the City of Fort V/ayne ought to allow the 
requested increase.

SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE On February 24, 1976 an Ordinance was ratified for Ci ty 
Utilities Purchase Order 7596 to-Hefner Chevrolet in the amount of $32,524. for the . 
purchase of two Tandem Trucks for the Water Maintenance and Service Department. 

In March, 1976 Hefners notif ied the Purchasing Agent that two errors were mad e on their 
quote - (1) a computation undercharge error in the amount of $3,043.90 a nd (2) they 
quoted figures on transmissions that are not compatible with the engines . Chevrol et ‘A ^ 
does not build a truck with the combination quoted. (This was verified by the C ity Garage) 
After much discussion with Hefner Chevrolet, the Purchasing Agent deems it advis able 
to accept the $496.08 increase for the transmission change but will not allow the 

$3.043.90 computation error.____' _ ■
